News from San Francisco Was Disquieting, 
So the Boss Took His Departure from 
Vancouver—His Phenomenal Power of 
Discernment by Acute Hearing— Story 
of His Rise from a Small Groggery- 
Keeper—Some Big Scandals with Which 
He Was Connected, 

Vancouver, B. C., Sept. 25.—Christopher 
A. Buckley, the San Francisco politician who 
is wanted in that city to testify before the 
grand jury, has been in British Columbia for 
a week past. He left here yesterday for 
Montreal. W. 

„Boss Buckley, whose departure from 


San Francisco between two days caused con- 
sternation among the Democratic politicians 


on the Pacific slope, is well known in Chicago. 


Although blind, Buckley was considered to be 
the best judge of men on the coast. 
Before he lost his sight he was merely a po- 


litical rounder and half the time he did not 
know where he was to get his next breakfast 


or dinner. He was popular with the “ boys,“ 
however, and when he lost his sight the 
helped him ali they could, He soon forsoo 
his bad habits and was made Secretary of one 
of the Democratic clubs, which gave him 
enough salary to live upon. His ability as a 
political manager immediately met with rec- 
ognition and it was not long before his power 
was felt throughout the whole State, One of 
the chief reasons of his success was his ability 
to choose subordinates in whom he could rely. 
If he once heard a voice he never forgot it, 
and, thopgh he might not meet the speaker 
for years, he would at once recall his name 
and the circumstances under which he first 
came in contact with him. 

How is it, asked Prot. Ba the city 
electrician, of Buckley the last time he was in 
Chicago, that you are able to form so accu- 
rate a judgment of men when you are unable 
to see *** 

“ Ears are a great deal better than eyes,“ 
was the response, and I can tell more about 
aman by listening to his voice than you can 
by looking at his face. A man may control 
his features while he is talking, but there are 
certain inflections in his voice which crop 
out in spite of himself. The human voice is 
to me like the notes on a piano to a trained 
musician. It rings either true or false, and I can 
distinguish the false note’ as easily as a musi- 
cian can notice a discord.” ‘ 

Buckley’s Peculiar Power. 

This peculiar power which Buckley pos- 
sesses is regarded as something almost super- 
natural in San Franvisco. Several years ago 
the Democratic committee was considering 
the advisability of sending a certain man into 

southern part of the State on a difficult 

sion. In order to make ‘he mission a 
success it was necessary to place entire confi- 
dence in the emissary. The committee was 
doubtful whether it could trust him or not. 

Let me hear his voice, said Buckley, 
who was told of the quandary. “ I can tell 
whether he’s to be trusted or not. 

The man was introduced to the boss 
and talked with him for a short time. 

“Don’t trust him,” said Buckley after- 
wards. “ He’ll sell you out.“ 

Time proved that Buckley was right, There 
was a split in the party at the time and the 
man whom the committee thought of intrust- 
ing with the secret negotiations was really 
acting in the interest of the opposing faction. 

Buckley is now, living with his second wife. 
His first wife was an invalid, whom he nursed 
with great care. The attendant was a comely 
you woman, who hud a great affection for 
the “first Mrs. Buckley. The affection was 
reciprocated, and they bore the relation of 
intimate friends rather than that of patient 
and nurse. As the end approached Mrs. 
Buckley began to be-solicitous about her hus- 
band’s welfare after her death. She had been 
in the habit of attending to his correspond- 
ence and did not see how he would be able to 
live without her. One of her last wishes was 
that he should marry the nurse, Buckley 
himself had been touched by the devotion 
which the nurse had displayed towards his 
wife and about a year after her death they 
were married. Their wedded life has almost 
been an ideal one, and if the Democratic 
„boss is obliged to leave his country tor 
his country’s good be is sure to have a faith- 
ful companjon in his exue. 

Buckley Sold Out His Lambs. 

Last fall the blind boss found it convenient 
to make a trip to Europe and winter in Bel- 

ium. At the time there were rumors of an 
indictment to be found, but the opinion cur- 
rent was that he fied from the wrath of his 
lambs, whom he basely deserted on election- 
day, and by which he was credited with hav- 
ing netted half a million dollars. 

e earliest authentic history of the ‘man 
who held California’s Democracy in the hol- 
low of his hand begins at Vallejo, opposite 
the Mare Island navy yard. Buckley had a 
saloon, not a very prosperous one, it is said, 
but he mixed politics with his drinks, and if 
the groggery did not pay the politics did.

SETTING FIRES ON THE STRIP. 


Disappointed Boomers Revenge Themselves 
by Burning the Grass. 

Arxansas Curry, Kas., Sept. 25.—A great 
many wagons are trailing back over the 
Cherokee strip with people who :ailed to get 
claims in the Indian lands opened last Tues- 
day. Almost all of them will Irift about, liv- 
ing under canvas, waiting for the strip to 
open. They seem to feel as if every one on the 
strip is their enemy, and are said to be firing 
the grass in hundreds of places. They do not 
know when they are on the strip or when they 
are on the Indian reservations, and the reser- 
vations along the Santa Fé have suffered 
greatly. About Ponca yesterday the grass 
was burni on every side and it was only 
after a hard fight that the houses a little way 
from the station were saved. To the west of 
the whole line of the horizon wasa wall of 
smoke. The grass is getting very dry and 
hurns readily, and the fires are sure to cover 
the larger part of the strip and render it use- 
less for winter grazing. 

Cuanpiusr, Ok., Sept. 25.—Gov. Steele ar- 
rived here yesterday afternoon. As soon as 
his presence became known large crowds 
gathered around him to inquire when the 
town site would be opened. He addressed the 
people in a brief speech. He said the survey- 
ors were hastening their work as rapidly as 
possible, but he could not say when it would 
be completed. It is expected the opening 
will take place tomorrow at noon.

The Bodies of the Robertsons, Father and 
Son, Exhumed at Harlan, Ia.

Cumberland, who was in jail here, yesterday 
confessed to the murder of James and Jasper 
Robertson in the north part of this city two 
years ago. By order of the court he was im- 
mediately removed from the county 
to avoid a lynching.

The Teacher Too Much of a Recluse. 

Mr. Howland thought that the teacher was 
too much of a recluse, too closely bound u 
in his calling. According to his idea it woul 
be much better for pupil and master should 
the latter mingle more with the world and 
keep in touch with the times. He was often 
on the side of the pupil as opposed to the 
teacher, whose stupidity at times Was merely 


the result of a false system. ‘There is noth- 
ing,” said he, children love bet- 
ter than learning, not always of the 


best kind, or in the wisest ways, but the re- 
ality, the genuineness of their search after 
knowledge, after truth, is shown by all their 
child-life before entermg school, by their in- 
terminable and often annoymg questions, by 
their run into the, fields the and even 
into the alleys of the city.”’ 

Mr. Howland commented on the value of 
normal schools in educational work. He said 
that the great need of the present day was a 
broad scholarship in the teachers, a wider 
culture, and a more extended knowledge.

In 
conclusion Mr. Howland expressed his love 
for the calling which he had * his life vo- 
cation and his appreciation of the kindness 
which he had met at the hands of the teach- 
ers.

As Mr. Howland finished his s h Charles 
Bartholf, Principal of the Burr School, 
stepped to the table where the ex-Superin- 
tendent was seated and presented him with a 
handsome diamond pin, ift of the 
Principals of the Chicago A He said 
that it was impossible to let such an occasion 
pass without testifying to the esteem in which 
the ex-Superintendent was held. ‘‘On behalf 
of the 5 of the Chicago public 
schools, said he, I present you with this 
gem. Accept it with the good wishes and 
blessings of the Principals, and as you go 
down life’s pathway and the shadows deepen 
may all your memories be a bright as ours 
are of your administration. 

There were tears in Mr. Howland's eyes 
and a tremor in his voice as he arose to reply. 
He said that if he had accomplished anything 
in the work which he had undertaken it was 
purely on account of the codperation of the 
teachers. He thanked the teachers heartily 
for the present and said he would value it 
from its association and from the spirit in 
which it was given.

TWISTED “ FIGGERS” THAT LIE. 
A cynic in Kansas intimates his belief that 
Jerry Simpson did not gain his present un- 
euviable notoriety in that State by a refusal 
to wear socks, but by virtue of what Artemus 
Ward used to call figgers. He has a few of 
those things on his arms, reminders of the 
days when his art was true to Poll while he 
breasted and braved the storms of Lake 
Michigan. He carried an assortment of fig- 
ures (in calico) in a pack on his back a few 
weeks in each of several years through the 
country out West, and discovered a way of ex- 
citing interest by making other kinds of fig- 
ures on a blackboard. He used to invite 
people to throw at him arithmetical 
questions, which he would solve in short 
order, and the gaping rustics took him 
for a geniusto whose ken were open all 
the mysteries of earth and heaven, Finding 
that in this he had “struck his gait” he 
loaded up his memory with a lot of statistical 
figures about exports and imports, farm mort- 
gages, etc., and would every now and then fire 
off a few of these at his auditors whenever 
they flagged in asking him such simple ques- 
tions as came within the range of their mental 
ability. With these statistics he would juggle 
and twist, confound and amaze, and otherwise 
work upon the feelings of hia audiences. Of 
course “ he could prove anything by figgers ”’ 
because he was too rapid to be caught, and 
when his calculations led up to the infer- 
ence that his listeners were a much oppressed 
class of people there was no disposition to find 
fault either with him or his statements. 

Of course, when he joined the Alliance his 
figuring was to some purpose. He fig- 
ured himself into the State organization, then 
figured an Alliance majority into the Legis 
lature, and figured himself inte Congress. He 
is now figurmg to put other States of the 
Union into the class to which he thinks Kan- 
sas has been figured, and to keep them there. 
He has procured from the Census Bureau at 
Washington some figures which he is now 
manipulating with that intent, and has in- 
vented a few figures of speech to help in con- 
cealing the truth under an array of perverted 
statistics. He has achieved a figurative suc- 
cess, as many of the Kansas people are 
charmed with his method of stating untrutha, 
and seem to believe he is one of the prophets 
who can lead them out of the debtors’ wilder- 
ness into the promised land of paying for 
their farms with worthless money, and 
cipher out to them that capitalists are without 
any righis that members of the Alliance who 
borrowed money are bound to respect. 

They say that Peffer is a figurer, too, but on 
paper rather than on the blackboard, His 
figures have reference chiefly to the amounts 
of what he calls money which the farmers 
could obtain from the scrip mills of the gov- 
ernment as land loans and crop loans. He 
figures, too, on the removal of other men who 
stand in the way of his vaulting ambition. 
They tell about his playing off one of two 
candidates against the other and effectually 
squelching both by the aid of one figure fol- 
lowed by three ciphers which he induced one 
ol them to name ta the other as a promised 
reward in case certain action were taken, and 
then telling the story in the, columns of an 
Alliance organ.

PUMP MORE WATER INTO THE CANAL 
AT ONCE, 

It was stated yesterday in the local columns 

of Tun Tarsuns that— 

Mayor Washburne is strongly of opinion that the 


umping capacity of the Bridgeport works shall 
2 But nothing can be done this fall. 


The fall rains will soon give relief. But the re- 
pairs should be made next spring, and the rotten 
boilers, which are nearly always going to be re- 
paired or in process of repair, must be taken out 
and replaced by serviceable boilers of approved 
pattern. All the improvements can be made for 
less than the amount appropriated in March, 
1890, and which was covered into the general 
fund at the close of the last fiscal year. 

This has the old, familar, procrastina- 
tory twang to it. It is precisely what has been 
said by all the Mayors every few months 
during the last ten years—that something 
must be done next fall or next spring, but that 
nothing could be done just then and that 
futare rains must be depended on to give re- 
lief. As regards this pumping question the 
city has stuck faithfully to the policy of 
** never do today what can possibly be put off 
till tomorrow.“ It is time to pursue a differ- 
ent course, Probably the Aldermen and 
minor city officers do not know what thin ice 
they are skatingon. They ought to be— 
they must be—aware of the fact that if no 
sewage could be pumped into the canal in a 
few days the river from Bridgeport to its 
mouth would be one foul mass of bubbling 
and stinking corruption, slowly emptying into 
the lake, and that in a few days more the 
water drawn in at the crib would be so rank 
with the seeds of disease and so black with 


putridity that it would be impossible to use it 


for any potable purpose. The people would 
be as they were in 1871 while the machinery at 
the water-works was disabled. 

At any time when the patience of the citi- 
zens of Joliet gives way, it is in their power to 
go before a Judge of the Will County Circuit, 
inform him that they are suffering from an 
intolerable sewage nuisance due to the failure 
of this city to obey the law of 1881, and ask 
him to abate the nuisance by the simple ex- 
pedient of closing the waste weir at Lockport, 
a point outside of Cook County and the juris- 
diction of Cook County authorities, judicial or 
executive. The Judge, having no special 
sympathies for Chicago, might issue the order 
on the state of facts presented to him. 

Then the canal would need no more water 
than would be required to keep the Suntmit 
level full and to make good the loss by lock- 
age. Thus the sewage of Chicago would have 
no outlet except toward the lake, save for 
that very small and insutticient portion which 
would flow by gravity down the canal were 
the Bridgeport dam torn down, and the city 
would simmer in its own sewage. 

Joliet is not as large as Chicago, but it has 
ready to its hand a weapon with which it can 
deal its neighbor a bad blow. Will Alder- 
manic imbecility and recklessness go so far as 
to cause the people of that town to use it? 
If the officers of the municipality do not wish 
to bring on this city the greatest of misfort- 
unes, and on themselves the outspoken wrath 
ef their constituents, they will attend to this 
matter not “next spring’’—they have been 
talking “next spring long enough—but now. 
There are two parties to be relieved. Ou of 
them is Joliet and the other Chicago. The fall 
rains—if they come—may relieve Joliet, for 
they will fill the canal with pure water. They 
will not relieve Chicago, for they lessen the 
amount of sewage that can be pumped. Re- 
lief can come to Chicago only by having ma- 
chinery to pump at least 60,000 cubic feet a 
minute into the canal. 

It will not do to say that the money for new 
pumps cannot be had now. The charter pro- 
vides that: 


Nothing shall prevent the City Council from 
ordering by a two-thirds vote any improvement 
the necessity for which is caused by any casualty 
or accident happening after the annual appro- 
priation is made. The City Council may by a like 
vote order the Mayor to borrow a sufficient 
1 to provide for the expense necessary to

pumps could be set to work in thirty days if 
there was a will behind the effort. If a Judge 
were to threaten to shut up the waste weir if 
the nuisance were not remedied within twenty 
days new pumps would be running in that 
time, 

There is a renewed attempt to throw the 
blame on the Canal Commissioners because 
they will not take more water. That excuse 
is threadbare. Of the three Commissioners 
one is a Chicagoan. To blame him is to shift 
responsibility from one Chicagoan to enother. 
That does not let the city out. Never mind 
the Commissioners. It is the duty of Chicago 
to go ahead and throw the necessary amount 
of water over the Bridgeport dam into the ea- 
nal and let the Commissioners take care of it 
the best they can. They will find some way 
to do it when they have to, 

So let there be an end of the interminable 
and intolerable delays of the last ten years. 
Any moment the patience of the people of 
Joliet may give out, and they may appeal to 
the courts for relief, and then where will Chi- 
cagoans turn for pure water until pumps of 
sufficient power can be get at work? 


CENSUS ERRORS ABOUT INDIANA. 

The count of population is not the only 
feature in which the United States census- 
taking of last year stems to have been 
radically defective. A man with an eye to 
facts, and who values them even above 
statistics when the latter are wrong, has insti- 
tuted a comparison between the two in the 
matter of certain figures given in Census 
Bulletin No. 78, which credits the State of 
Indiana with a total of $1,889,336 capital in- 
vested in lime quarries, and a production of 

7,402,825 cubic feet, worth $904,313, the same 
being at the average rate of 13 cents per foot, 
this including all grades of stone, from that 
intended for statuary to the’ poorest material,

The o6litic variety of limestone alone had 
engaged in its production in that State at 
the close of last year a capital of 42,778,000, 
producing 5,157,000 cubic feet per annum,

THE SILVER DANGER. 

Mr. Robert Giffen of the British Board of 
Trade is quoted as saying that securities and 
exports (of merchandise) will chiefly come 
to this country in payment for the grain 
needed by Europe from us this crop year. 
There will be a heavy drain of gold for several 
months to come, but not solely to pay for 
grain. He says that stable American houses 
are making preparations to fave a silver crisis 
by making gold purchases in Europe, that in 
his opinion it will be impossible to avert 
such a crisis, and that probably next February 
will realize the worst of the position, “ The 
issue of silver certificates to the amount of 
nearly $60,000,000 annually was a gross legis- 
lative mistake, and is bound to bring a crash 
speedily.” 

Mr. Giffen reasons correctly as to the con- 
ditions noted, but is premature as to the con- 
sequence, The issue of lightweight dollars is 
a grave mistake under the terms ordered by 
Congress, and if we do not suffer the conse- 
quences indicated by him it will be because 
the legitimate results of such legislation are 
staved off and averted by the phenomenal 
abundance of our crops in the year of Eu- 
rope’s darkest food need for a quarter ofa 
century. But we have ventured close to the 
danger line and risked the loss of the gold 
necessary to enable the government to guar- 
antes the circulation of dollars worth only 76 
cents in full payment for goods worth 100 
cents on the gold basis. The rate at which 
our gold went out during the first seven 
months of this year could not have been 
maintained much longer without putting 
gold te a premium as compared with 
silver coin; and that point once 
reached it would have been hard to 
stop short of the point at which gold would 
sell at its reai value as measured in debased 
silver dollars—that is, at about 33 per cent 
premium. The return flow of that gold, to 
pay for produce which the people of Europe 
must have or starve, probably will be im such 
volume as to keep our silver certificates and 
coin in circulation at 33 per cent above their 
actual value for some time longer. But we 
have no right to count on the crop condition 
being repeated in any one of several years to 
come, and shall have to change our policy or 
suffer the consequendées. It will not be suf- 
ficient to avoid the fally of adopting free coin- 
age of gilver, which has far less chance of 
going through the coming winter than it 
seemed to have afew weeks ago. It will be 
absolutely necessary either to reduce the rate 
of coining silver in the future or to put a dol- 
lar’s worth of silver into each coined dollar, 
in which case there need be no fear as to the re- 
sult. Let thesilver men have all the silver dollars 
they want, provided aach coin is of the value 
of a gold dollar; but they ought not to be per- 
mitted to thrust additional ones not worth 
what they purport to be, until the currency of 
the great republic is debased to the standard 
in vogue in Mexico.

ING THE RECORD.

Here is a suppression of truth and a sug- 
gestion of falsehood. What was the state of 
facts when Mr. Springer made those pledges 
which no one in Chicago dreams of violating? 
Congress had decided to have a National Fair 
to be held in some city which would furnish 
ten millions and a site. That was the limit of 
Congressional requirements, Chicago, New 
York, and St. Louis said that they were able 
to provide the money and the site. The power 
of Chicago to do so was questioned, It was 
charged that she had not that much spare 
cash, and that if the Fair went to her she 
would ask the General Government to make 
good her shortage. Three prominent Chicago- 
ans said that the necessary ten millions would 
be raised, and Mr, Springer, knowing them, 
indorsed their statement, Those gentlemen 
have kept their word. Mr. Springer’s confi- 
dence in them has been justified. More than 
ten millions has been raised, and the best site 
for a World’s Fair in the United States has 
been tendered to and accepted by the govern- 
ment. 

With that fine contempt for truth which dis- 
tmguishes it among American papers the Sun 
assumes that in February, 1890, Congress no- 
tified this and other cities that it wanted a 
Fair held on such a scale as to call for a work- 
ing capital of eighteen million dollars instead 
of ten; that Chicagoans pledged their city to 
supply eighteen millions; and that Mr. 
Springer promised that the poor, impecunious 
General Government should not be called on 
to furnish any part of that sum for its own 
Fair to be managed by its own Commission- 
ers. Nosuch call, pledge, or promise was 
made.

IRISHMEN GETTING OUT OF THE ARMY 


Not Half as Many in British Troops as 
There Were Twenty Years Ago. 
\SPRCIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpow, Sept. 25.—Two significant facts 
with regard to Irish matters have just been 
brought before the attention of the public. 
The first relates to the number of Irishmes 
who have gnlisted in the British army, and a 
comparison of the figures which o>tained 
thirty years ago with those of today cannot 
fail to show how adverse the feeling is to 
serving England in this manner. 

At the earlier date there were upward of 60,- 
000 Irishmen in the British army. Twenty 
years ago the number was reduced to 44,000, 
while now the number has still further fallen 
to 27,786, a reduction of considerably more 
than half io that short space of time, and this 
in spite of the fact that the accepted foremost 
General of the time is himself an Irishman. 
The figures above quoted are given in the an- 
nual return which has just been issued. 

The second fact is one which has been a 
source of much comment on the part of the 
Tory papers and is founded upon the admis- 
sion made m Mr. Parneli’s last speech that 
Ireland has twenty-three more members of 
Parliament than it is entitled to on the basis 
of its population when compared with the 
representation which England enjoys. 

hese papers argue it is clearly and mani- 
festly the duty of rd Salisbury to remove 
this anomaly before the next general election. 
They add it is certainly remarkable that this 
injustice to England should have remained 
unnoticed for so long atime. It would thus 
appear, if the view of the Tory papers goes 
into-effect, that Ireland is to be subjected toa 
depletion in the number of its representatives, 
and it is perfectly safe to say that even if Mr. 
Parnell is quoted all the time the attempt 
will be characterized in certain quarters as 
another injustice to the downtrodden isle.

Ledger, a newspaper started by a stock com- 
pany. In 1869 he wag indicted for forgmg J. 
H. Valentine’s name to bounty warrant No. 
10,927: also two indictments were found 
against him for fraudulent practices before 
the Pension Department. He was arrested 
and gave bonds for his appearance, but before 
the next term of court the papers in the three 
cases were stolen and were never found. In 
1870 Judge Porter sued McBride for $75,000 
for libel. The struggle was a most bitter one 
and resulted in a compromise verdict. 

The Reform school Scandal. 

In April, 1872, the Iowa Legislature consti- 
tuted the trustees a committee to select a new 
location for the reform school, then located at 
Salem, and appropriated $45,000 to erect the 
necessary buildings. The trustees accepted 
the donation from Eldora people of 400 acres 
of land within one mile of town and forty 
acres of timber land and located the school 
here. In April, 1 the Boys’ Reform School 
was removed from to Eldora, and the 

iris’ department was to have been moved 

ere later as part of the conditions of the 
transfer of land to the State, There were at 
that time 160 boys in the school and the 
Saperintendent was Prof. McCarty. McCarty 
had been the Superintendent since the school 
was organized in 1868.. The early history of 
the school was a hard struggie for existence. 
The Legislature appropriated but $10 ver 
month for each inmate, which sum paid for 
the boys’ support, clothing, salary of officers, 
guards, fuel, and a great many other expenses 
incidental to opening a new farm. Su- 
perintendent was compelled to practice the 
strictest economy. is was a disappoint- 
ment to some of the citizens of Eldora, who 
had believed that they would soon be able 
to get back. the amount of their subscrip- 
tion to buy this land for the State. McCarty 
incurred the displeasure of McBride and his 
r bis close association with the 
resident Trustee, W. J. Moir, aud taking ad- 
vantage of this feeling McBride began an at- 
tack upon the Superintendent and. Trustee 
Moir, which for bitterness and persistence is 
without a parallel in the history of Iowa. The 
Ledger containing these articles was not al- 
lowed to come into the reform school, and yet 
it is claimed that McBride was able to supply 
the boys with his incendiary doctrines and 
work upon them until they believed that if 
they could succeed in destroying the manage- 
ment of the school they would all be allowed 
to go home. And they entered with a zest 
into the matter. At one time five boys made 
an assault upon two officers, knocked one 
from his horse senseless, and stabbed anbther 
and made their escape. 

Up to the time the Legislature met in 1874 
the attacks of the Ledger had been confined 
to slurring items about the Superintendent 
aad resident trustee, which attracted little at 
tention. The trustees asked the Legislature 
that winter to appropriate $48,000 for new 
buildings and to —— 820 acres of land 
adjoining the Reform School to be used for 
the girls’ department. The first hint the Su- 
perintendent and trustees received of trouble 
wasa visit which McBride and his friends 
made to the Appropriation committee at Des 
Moines. They claimed the Superintendent 
and trustees were trying to secure an appro- 
priation of $15,000 to buy and improve the 
land so as to make several thousand dollars 
for themselves. The Superiatendent was also 
charged with cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment. A committee, consisting of Senator 
J. D. Miles and Representatives Clark 
and Dayton, were appointed to investigate 
these charges. After a thorough investigation 
they reported the influence of the school 
good, its affairs judiciously managed, and the 


moral influence perfect. Notwithstanding this 


report, and the fact that the appropriation 
for the new Iowa Capitol Building was in- 
creased one-half, McBride and his followers 
were able to secure the cutting down of the 
Reform School appropriation to $17,000, of 
which $8,000 was to buy 320 acres of land.“ 
The trustees at their April session were unable 
to buy the required amount of land for $8,000 
and decided not to draw the money from the 
State treasury. The citizens of Eldora finally 
raised the necessary sum by private subscrip- 
tion and added it to the State appropriation to 
enable the trustees to buy the 320 acres. 

The fight against the school was kept up 
by Mé¢Bride during the next year with in- 
erensed bitterness. Finally March 4, 1875, a 
gentleman claiming to be W. C. Kiiymgton, 
who had at one time been a teacher in the 
Reform School and was then connected with 
the Plainfield Reform School in Indiana, 
went into the Courier office at Waterloo, Ia., 
and made a column statement, which he uft- 
erwards swore to as W. C. Kilvington, show- 
ing Supt. McCarty to be a rfect fiend. 
When this affidavit was published Mr, Kilving- 
ton wrote to Supt. McCarty and to Trustee 
S. A. Parvim, say! the affidavit was a forg- 
ery, and that he had not been out of Indiana 
for over a year and a half. This affidavit and 
anovher made by one McCall influenced Gov. 
Carpenter to appoint a committee consisting 
of the Hon. A. C. Dodge of Burlington and 
W. H. Lease and Mrs. Deborah Cattell of Des 
Moines to meet jointly with the trustees. 
Judge Mitchell, then holding court in Eldora, 
also instructed the grand jury to Moroney 
3 the charges against Supt. Me- 

arty. 

What MeBride Charged. 

The grand jury visited the school, examined 
fifty witnesses, officers and inmates, and re- 
ported that they had found nothing deserving 
of censure. Not satisfied with this investiga- 
tion the committee appointed by the Governor 
and the Reform School trustees met April 28, 
1885, and organized a joint committee by

ANOTHER METHOD FOR PRODUCLNG RAIN. 


Louis Gathman Says His Way Is the Only 
Right One. 

Louis Gathman of this city has discovered 
a process by which he claims he can anywhere 
and invariably produce rain. A main feature 
of his scheme is a gun of his own invention 
which will throw a dynamite shell with ordi- 
nary powder as a propellant and without ex- 
ploding the dynamite by concussion. The 
Farwell or Dyrenfurth scheme for producing 
rain is, he says, a failure, for it will not lower 
the temperature nor produce a vacuum, abso-

FORESTRY BUILDING CONTRACTS, 


New World u 


They Have Been Let and Work Is Soon to 
Begin—Some of Its Features. 
Contracts for the Construction of the 
Forestry Building were let yesterday and the 
structure will be one of the novel buildings of 
the Fair. In size it will be 200x500 feet, and 


in the center 60 feet high. Its exterior appear- 


ance will be as natural as unhewn wood can 
make it. The principal features of its arch- 
itecture are the pillars which support the roof.

The building will be used for the exhibition 
of forest products in general. It will contain 
logs and sections of trees, worked lumber in 
the form. of shingles, flooring, casing, etc. 
There will also be shown here dye woods and 
barks, mosses, galls, abnormal woody prod- 

ucts, lichens, vegetable substances used for 
bedding and upholstery, gums, resins, vege- 
table ivory, cocoanut shells, gourds, wood 
pulp, rattan, willowware and -woodenware 
generally, such as pails, tubs, brooms, etc, 


NO BUILDING TO EQUAL II. 


The Manufactures Structure Will Be the 
Greatest Ever Erected Anywhere. 

The revised plans for the Manufactures 
Building make it, according to World's Fair 
authorities, the greatest building ever erected. 
It will have under one roof about forty acres 
of space. The original plan for tne building 
called for a rectangular structure consisting of 
two halls 1,688 feet long, 200 feet wide, con- 
nected by two halls of similar widths at the 
ends and surrounding two interior courts. 
According to the present plans the interior 
courts have been abolished and the* entire 
area, 800x1,688 feet, will be under one roof, 
Instead of the courts there will now run a cen- 
tral span through the building approximately 
400 feet wide and 1,688 feet long. These 
changes were made because of the necessity 
for more room. 


DIAMONDS FROM THE HEAVENS, 


They Have Been Secured for the Mineral 
Exhibit of the Exposition. 

Two absolutely unique specimens have been 
secured for the mineral exhibit of the Colum- 
| bian Exposition. These are a mass of meteoric 
iron from Arizona weighing 632 pounds and a 
smaller piece from the same locality which is 


far more interesting because in it are plainly 
seen the first diamonds ever discovered in 


meteoric iron. Prof. A. E. Foote of Phila- 
delphia read a paper before the Geological 
Section of the American Association at its re- 
icent meeting in Washington in which he de- 
tailed the discovery of the diamonds in a 
fragment of one of these shooting stars. T 
diamonds are little ones, but the field of 
scientific speculation they open up as to the 
origin of the gem and life on other worlds 
than ours is immense. 

The specimens were found near Cafion 
Diablo, Arizona, last June. Prof. Foote sent 
a 4 eam weighing forty pounds to Prof. G. 
A. Koering for examination. He found it to 
éxtremely hard, a day and a half being taken 
in making a section and several chisels bein 
broken in the operation, An emery wh 
was ruined in trying to polish the section. 
This led t closer inspection of certain ex- 
posed cavities, where small black diamonds 
were found that cut polished — as 
easily as a knife might cut gypsum. 
diamonds are mineralogically of great — 
est, the presence of such in meteoric matter 
having been unknown till 1887, when two Rus- 
sian mineralogists found traces of diamonds 
in a meteorite mixture of olivine and bronz- 
ite.

that episode this objectionable element of the 
annual visitation has not been so abundant 
or so obnoxious.

means to get a comfortable winter's outfit. 

To those who have had nud experience in the 
cultivation of broom-corn, to the farmer of 
the East or Middle States, who raises his one 
or two rows of broom-corn by the side of his 
field of Indian corn, breaking that down 
only after it has become red. the gathering 
of this immense crop here is one ofthe un- 
known things ofagriculture. Like all other 
enterprises this industry has grown up from 
rude beginnings to a very considerable degree 
of perfection. It requires now a larye outlay 
to be a successful broom-corn grower. The 
pioneers of this crop cured their brush in old 


‘stables and sheds, and cleaned it on cylinders 


run by horse power, a boy, or sometimes in 
a pinch in the absence of the boy, a girl of the 
family, driving the horses, and the hired man 
holding the brush by hand on the cylinder. 

There are quite a number of fingerless men in 
this section as the result of that process. Now 
they have built immense sheds well roofed and 
arranged for the perfect curing of the brush, 


steam. Thecuring of broom-corn is nearly 
as difficult as the curing of tobacco, The 
equinoctial storms of September made good 
sheds a necessity. 

Imagine a farmer ready to go into his 

field. Suppose he has twenty hands. Eight 

of these will break down,“ what is known 

in brcom-corn parlance as tabling,“ each 

man taking two rows and going backwards, 

breaks down each separate row over the other 
at the height of about three feet, forming 
what is called the table.“ Any one who has 
strength and power of endurance can break 
down. Now, another gang, the cutters,”’ 

come along, each armed with a knife as sharp 
as a razor, made especially for the purpose, 
and cut each stalk about 24 inches long. 
They cut the stalk in what is called the 
boot, leaving about ten inches of the stalk 
clear of the brush part, and these stalks they de- 
posit in piles at intervals on the tables. Some 
of these cutters become very dexterous, main- 
taining a moderate walk while securing every 
stalk. These are the valuable hands and com- 
mand the highest wages. They are the old-tim- 
ers. Nearly every gang has its professional 
boss, whose functions are somewhat like the 
mate of a river steamer. 

The brush, having been broken and cut to 
the extent of five acres, is loaded on wagons 
and hauled to the shed. There all hands gath- 
er as shown in the shed scene, and clean the 
corn, putting the cleaned brush away in layers 
on racks in the shed for drying. As soon as 
it is thoroughly cured, which takes about a 
week or ten days, according to the weather, 
it is bulked down in mass, and is then ready 
for baling. This gives orignal shed-room for the 
brush which is stillto be cut. The baling 
is done ma strong box apparatus by great 
pressure, and a full broom-corn baie should 
weigh about 350 pounds. The brush is never 
baled until thoroughly cured, and as soon as 
baled is ready for market. The broom-corn 
harvest lasts about six weeks. The dealer 
ascertains the quality of the brush by pulling 
a sample from the bale with nippers, if he has 
not seen the crop in the shed. 

Nothing could be more suggestive or 
more inspiring than a field scene in the early 
morning or in the gloaming. The hardy sons 
of toil scattered here and there,and these silent 
rows ofthe broken brush, suggesting pow- 
erfully to the old soldier the stern alignment 
of a veteran brigade on some desperate field, 
when men fell like the broken brush of these 
peaceful times. 


IT WAS SPORT FOR THE INDIANS. 


A Lucky Ruse That Saved a Western Stage- 
Loach from the Redskins. 

Kansas City Times: Mr. Carlyle had many 
encounters with the Indians while on the 
plains in the old days of stage-coaching. He 
tells of one that has a vein of comedy, as they 
say of the melodrama. Mr. Carlyle was out 
with a new driver, fifty miles east of Cotton- 
wood, now McPherson. He found that a band 
of redskins had taken possession of one of his 
posts, and likewise of the whisky. The whisky 
had in turn taken possession of them. 

The coach was too close to the station for 
flight, and, besides, there were about two tons 
of mail and baggage matter around—too much 
for fast travel. So Carlyle determined that 
the only way to do was to brazen the matter 
out.

THE NEW BREECH-LOADING TERROR 
AND ITS STRONG POINTS. 


Whistler's Invention May Revolutionize the 
World’s Ordnance~Possibility of Piere- 
ing All the Heavy Armor Plates-—The 
War Engine Is Now Heing Constructed 
at Reading—A Description of Its Con- 
struction Given—What It Is Expected 
to Do, 

New York World: The new segmental, 5- 

inch, breech-loading wire gun, now being con- 

structed at Reading, Pa., under the super- 
vision of Lieut. G. N. Whistler, First Regi- 
ment, United States army, is the outcome of 
the recent successful tests of a sectional part 
of the segmental tube at Reading and Fort 

Wadsworth. 

Because of the difficulty in obtaining a steel 

of such a high grade as the gun requires Lieut. 

Whistler will not have it ready before next 

May. The majority of artillery and navy offi- 

cers firmly believe in the success of the gun, 

though opinions are at present divided re- 
specting the application of the new principle 
for pieces of heavy caliber. 

Should the gun prove a success it will revo- 

lutionize the art of modern gunmaking the 

world over, and no ironclad, however heavy

its armor plates, would be safe from bemg 
pierced from end to end by a single shot. 
Wire wrapped guns have been made, and 
are still being made, in this country and in 
Europe. They have invariably proved fail- 
ures, The new gun now under construction 
is not wire-wrapped—it is a real wire gun. 
It consists essentially of a segmental core 
wound with wire under an initial tension of 
112,000 pounds to the square inch. This com- 
pression of the longitudinal segments will be 
more than sufficient to resist all ordinary 
wer pressure. The segments are primarily 
held together by a breech and muszle nut, 
screwed on hot, allowance being made for the 
proper degree of shrinkage. 
The trunnions are not attached to the body 
of the gun, but to an outer trunnion jacket 
which is fastened to the gun proper by means 
of the breech nut. The advantage of this ar- 
rangement is that the recoil is transmitted 
to the trunnions through the breech nut and 
jacket, while the body of the gun is relieved 
from the greuter part of the longitudinal 
thrust, due to powder pressure upon the bot- 
tom ofthe bore. The gun itself is free to ex- 
vand longitudinally within this jacket, at- 
tached only to the breech nut. 


Feature of the New Gun. 


The essential feature of the new gun, as said 
before, is the segmental core. Hitherto seg- 
mental guns have not been made and the wire- 
wound gun is nothing but a solid cast-iron 
or steel tube, around which are coiled several 
inches of steel wire. Most of this pattern 
when tested have not exploded, as over- 
charged or faulty constructed iron or steel 
guns would, but they have pulled apart. This 
proves that wire-wound guns having a solid 
core are not practivable. Col. Crozier, the 
Chief of the United States Ordinance De- 
partment, thought an improvement in such 
guns possible after he had studied Lieut. 
Whistler’s theoretical discussion of the Brown 
segmental tube system of wire gun construc- 
tion. The War Department allowed $36,000 
for the construction of suchan improved gun, 
and though the Colonel worked hard and wound 
the wire under higher tension than had been 
done before, it yas never tested, and the in- 
ference is that i 18 a failure. 

The core of Whistler’s gun has seventy- 
two segments and the maximum thickness of 
each does not exceed .48 of an inch, and it 
must have a crushing strength of 300,000 
pounds per square inch and an elastic limit of 
at least 65,000 pounds to the square inch. 

The segments support the layers of small 
wire and transmit the pressure excited by the 
powder at the instant of discharge to the

inner layers of the wire, thus placmg all the 
circumferential stress of the explosion upon 
the encircling wire, which has an elastic limit 
of 125,000 and a tensile strength of 267,000 
pounds to the square inch. 

From these figures it will be noted the seg- 
ments cannot be crushed by the superimposed 
pressure of the wire, nor upset by any powder 
pressure that will ever exist in a gun. 

In practice the highest powder pressure in 
tho ordnance high-pressure gun is only 44,000 
pounds to the square inch. The advantages 
of the segmental system according to Lieut. 
Whistler are: 

First—In consequence of the small weight of 


steel can be used economically. 

Second —The small size of the segments and the 
ingot from which they are rolled admit of being 
carefully cast and uniformly forged so as to insure 
no aad of metal and of being thoroughly an- 
nealed, 

Third—They can be readily rolled into shape: 
that 1s, the method of construction is exceedingly 
economical, 

_ Fourth—They can be thoroughly and conven- 
iently inspected. 

_ Fifth—The size and thinness of each segment 
insure athorongh and uniform tempering and 
annealing if temper be considered desirable. 

Sixth—The size of the segment admits of readily 
ig up conditions of special elasticity by cold 
work, 

Opinion as to Its Value. 


This last feature is by far the most impor- 
tant, as it renders possible the use of a kind of 
steel far beyond anything heretofore em- 
ployed in the body of a gun. 

The doubt as to whether a gun constructed 
on this segmental principle would have suf-

ficient circumferential strength to resist pow- 
der pressures has been dispeiled by the ex- 
haustive static calculations made by Lieut. 
Whistler. 

Col. Crozier, while admitting the theoreti- 
eal exactness of Licut. Whistler’s calculation. 
does not scem to believe in the feasibility of 
a wire gun of large caliber. His chief argu- 
ment against the system is that it will be im- 
Possible to obtain a thorough fitting of the 
segments. His opinion is shared by many 
ene ae — an — yet no scientific 
argument has n advan hi 
lex's statements. ee re

THE REAL CAPT. KIDD. 


He Was Not the Bold, Mad Pirate History 
Has Maude Him Out to Be, 

Louisville Courier-Journal: It seems some- 
what late in the day to send an expedition to 
search for the treasure buried by Capt. Will- 
iam Kidd, but your average treasure-seeker 
is not easily discouraged and will devote more 
labor and ingenuity to the task of hunting for 
imaginary treasures than would be sufficient 
toearn real ones. An expedition is now en- 
gaged in searching the shores of Chester Bay, 
Nova Scotia, in the hope of discovering treas- 
ure buried there by Kidd, although there is no 
evidence that Kidd was ever there. 

The popular idea of Capt. Kidd is that he 
was a pirate who swept che seas for many 
years and accumulated vast quantities of gold, 
silver, and jewelry, which he was in the habit 
of burying in all sorts of places and then for- 
getting where he had put them. There has 
never been more than a very slender basis for 
the impression. Capt, Kidd was accused of 
piracy, but he was not convicted because 
there was no evidence to justify such a con- 
viction. He was executed, it is true, but it 
was on the charge of murdering a sailor, and 
the justice of this conviction has always been 

uestioned. He died protesting his innocence. 
He did not deny that he had struck the sailor, 
William Moore, with a bucket, and that he 
died of the injury so inflicted, but he protested 
that the man was mutinous, and that the blow 
was inflicted in self-defense. 

The people who are busying themselves 
with the task of reconstructing history and 
who are never so happy as when they find 
grounds for smashing a popular idol have 
been busy with the case of Capt. Kidd, and 
with the usual result, It must be owned, too, 
that they had in this instance a fair basis upon 
which to begin their researches. Kidd was a 
bold and successful navigator, a native of 
Scotland; who had done good service against 
the French and had received an award of $750 
from the Council of the City of New York for 
ba yown.. the colony against pirates. He 

ad acquired a competency and was living in 
retirement in New York when the Earl 
of Bellamont was sent over by William 
III, as Governor of New York and Massa- 
chusetts. The new Governor was told 
by his sovereign that he had been selected be- 
cause he was believed to have the courage and 
honesty requisite to free the colony from the 
reproaches of piracy. Kidd was recommend- 
ed to the Governor by Robert Livingston as 
the man for the purpose, and he consented to 
undertake the task. The British Admiral 
made objections to furnishing an outfit, so a 
syndicate was formed to engage in the busi- 
ness of catching pirates for profit. 

It was Kidd’s misfortune, doubtless, that 
his partners were too great and powerful. Ia 
the scheme besides such men as Bellamont 
and Livingston were Lord Shrewsoury, Lord 
Romney, Lord Oxford, First Lurd of the Ad- 
miralty, and Somers, Keeper of the Great 
Seal. The sum of $80,000 was raised and a 
privateer equipped. The King was to get one- 
tenth of the booty, the men were to have a 
share in lieu of wages, and the residue was to 
be divided among the stockholders. Kidd 
started out in 1696, cruised for some time in 
the Indian Ocean, proceeded to the West 
Indies, and thence: to Long Island Sound. 
In the meantime the rumor had been 
circulated that he had become a pirate, and 
orders had been sent out for his apprehension. 
He sent a lawyer to Boston to confer with 
Bellamont, and in the meantime buried a 
quantity of gold, silver, jewels, and mer- 
chandise on Gardiner’s Island. e was en- 
couraged to give himself up, which he did in 
1699, and was sent to England, where he was 
executed in 1701. The treasure on Gardiner’s 
Island was recovered and proved to be of the 
value of $70,000. There is no record that he 
buried valuables at any other place, nor is 
there any probability that he did so, 

It ie claimed that research has completely 
rehabilitated the character of Kidd, so far as 
the charge of piracy 1s concerned, His chief 
offense is said to have been a failure to de- 
clare a dividend to the storkholders, who were 
powerful enough to crush him. At the same 
time, it must be owned that the burying of the 
treasure on Gardiner’s Island had a rather sus- 
picious appearance, and it is probable that 
Kidd was not the most suitable man to handle 
the money of others. If he had lived two 
centuries later and had been the cashier of an 
American bank he would probably have 
ended his career in Canada, 


GEN. TOM EWING ON BLAINE’S CHANCES.

RENFORTH’S THEORIES, 


Bringing Down Moisture from the Upper 
Air by Means of Concussion—Prof. Si- 
mon Newcomb on Dyrenférth’s Claims 
That He Shook Rain Out of a Cloudless 
Sky— Excessive Cost ot the Experiments— 
Consideration of Some Recent Tomfool- 
ery. més Re

vol ved in Uncle Jerry Rusk’s experiments in 

rain-making it is safer to doubt, with Dr. 

Simon Newcomb, than to believe, with Gen. 

R. G. Dyrenforth. Prof. Newcomb has seen 

science transform too many wonders into fa- 

miliar uses of daily life to risk the assertion 
that we shall never learn how to make it rain. 

But he does not hesitate to say, in a contribu- 

tion to the North American Review, that rain 

cannot be produced by concussion. He be- 
lieves that the popular notion that great bat- 
tles have generally been followed by heavy 
rains is not confirmed by statistics; but he 
adds that if it be really true that rains have 
been produced by great battles, we may say 
with confidence that they were produced by 


into the clouds and forming nuclei for the ag- 
glomeration into drops, and not by the mere 
explosion.“ Of course this is a fundamental 
point, since, as Prof, Newcombsuggests, burn- 
ing tons of gunpowder and dynamite to get a 
quantity of smoke that could be procured in a 
much cheaper way would be like Charies 
Lan 1b’s Chinamen, who set tire to their houses 
in order to secure roast pig. 

Gen. Dyrenforth will hardly admit that the 
cost of rain making is excessive, since during 
tne month of August, on the staked ‘plains of 
Texas, where there had been a drought of 
several months’ duration and a lack of good 
rains tor years, he produced three extensive 
storms and nine smaller showers by a total 
expenditure in material of two tons of iron, 
one of acid, a quarter of aton of potash and 
manganese, and one ton of rackaruck and 
other explosives. But, after all, the cost is not 
the primary question. The first matter to de- 
termine is whether explosions cause rain; and 
on that point Gen, Dyrenforth holds that the 
following are clear demonstrations from his 
Texas experiments: 

First—That the concussions from explosions ex- 
ert a marked and practical effect upon the atmos- 
pheric conditions in producing or occasioning 
rainfall, probably by disturbing the upper cur- 
rents. 

Secondjy—That when the atmosphere is in a 
threatening condition—which is frequently the 
case in most arid regions without any rain result- 
22 — can be caused to fall almost immediate- 
ly by jarring together the particles of moisture 
which hang in suspension in the air. This result 
was repeatedly effected during our operations, 
the drops sometimes commencing to fall within 
twelve seconds from the moment of the initial 
explosion. 

It also seems probable that the immense amount 
of frictional electricity generated by the concus- 
sions and the mingli of opposing currents of 
air may have considerable influence in the forma- 
tion of storm centers by producing a polarized 
condition of the earth and air. and so creating a 
magnetic field which may assist in gathering and 
so condensing the misture of the surrounding at- 
mosphere, ; 

Gen. Dyrenforth thereupon closed his part 
of the current debate in the magazine referred 
to with the state:nent that much more exten- 
sive experiments, under less adverse condi- 
tions, were soon to be made at El Paso. These 
experiments were, in fact, made a few days 
ago, and proved utterly abortive. Gen. Dy- 
renforth was absent from the field of battle, 
but operations were conducted by his trusty 
Lieutenant, John T. Ellis; and the field dis- 
patches which had passed between the two 
officers just prior to the reverse were cheery 
with the expectations of victory: 

Gen. Dyrenforth: Commencing to fire bombs 
and dynamite tonight. Heavy cannonade all day 
tomorrow. ELLIS. 


Heavy cannonade now in progress. Can I loan 
two discharges to San Antonio Board of Trade 


and Gen. Stanley? Everything booming. 
3 ELLIS. 


Yes, lend discharges as requested. My compli- 
mentsto Gen. Stanley. Try concentrated and 
tangentical firing. DYRENFORTH. 

But while these dispatches had the genuine 
ring of the Virginia battlefields of thirty years 
4 all was dry on the Rio Grande. TWo days 
of bombarding the skies failed to extort a 
drop of rain. And what made the repuise 
more signal was that rain fell at Chihuahua 
and Deming, and even descended in torrents 
a hundred miles away. 

It is certain, therefore, that rain cannot 
always be made to order. Prof. Neweomb 
also is arrayed against the theory of what 
Gen. Dyrenforth thinks he is doing with 
dynamite: | 

As I write the daily journals are announcing 
the brilliaut success of experiments in this direc- 
tion, yet | unhesitatingly maintain that sound 
cannot make rain, 

No physical fact is better established than that, 
under the conditions which prevail in the atmos- 
phere, the aqueous vapor of the air cannot be 
condensed into clouds except by cooling. It is 
true that in our laboratories it can be condensed 
by compression. But, for reasons which 1 need 
not — condensation by compression cannot 
take place in the air. 

A thousand detonations can produce no more 
effect upon the air. or upon the watery vapor in 
it, than a thousand rebounds of a small boy’s rab- 
ber ball would produce upon a stone wall. So 
far as the compression of the air could produce 
even a momentary effect, it would be to prevent 
rather than to cause condensation of its vapor, 
because it is productive of heat, which produces 
evaporation, not condensation. 

Prof. Newcomb further suggests that the 
ineffectiveness of explosions would be better 
understood were it not for the wonderful deli- 
cacy of the human ear. All that really occurs 
is a tzudden motion, back and forth, of a 
tenth, a hundredth, or a thousandeth of an 
inch, accompanied by aslight momentary con- 
densation. After these motions are completed 
the air is exactly in the same condition as it 
was before; it is neither hotter nor colder; no 
current has been produced, no moisture 
added. The same thing may be demon- 
strated by exploding a grain of dynamite, 
which at the distance of a foot will produce a 
greater concussion than the mest powerful 
bomb at the distance of a quarter? of a mile. 

In fact, if the latter can condense vapor a 
quarter of a mile away, then anybody can con- 
dense vapor in a room by slapping his bands. Let 
our hands, and see how 


us therefore try slappi : 
fore a cloud begins to 


long we must continue 
form. 

What we have just said 2 principally to 
the condensation of invisible vapor. It may be 
asked whether, if clouds are already formed, 
something may not be done to accelerate their 
condensation into raindrops large enough to fall 
to the ground. This also may be the subject of 
experiment. Let us stand in the steam escaping 
from a kettle and slap our hands. We shall see 
whether the steam condenses into drops. I am 
sure the experiment wit be a failure; and no 
other conelusion is possible than that the pro- 
duction of rain by sound or explosions 1s out of 
the question. 5 

The suggestion of Prof. Newcomb that 
smoke rising into the clouds may have some 
effeet in producing rain recalls the plan pro- 
posed by Prof. Espy in 1837, to kindle great 
fires so that a current of hot air would rise to 
a great height, when through the diminished 
pressure it would expand and hence be cooled, 
then condensed, and so would precipitate its 
moisture. The theory of battle smoke may 
also help to save from scientific demolition 
the statistics collected by Mr. Powers of Wis- 
consin, in which he finds rain following 198 
battles of the civil war, including such great 
engagements as Antietam, Fredericksburg, 
Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, Wilderness, 
Spottsylvania, Cold Harbor, Stuloh, 
Stone River, Chickamauga, and Mobile 
Bay. In

sary Tariff Duties—Signifiecant Admissions, 

Cuzvetaxp, O., Sept. 23.—The Finance 
committee of the United States is engaged in 
collecting statistics and & mass of geueral in- 
formation regarding trade relations, the tariff, 
and the prices of commodities, but thus far 
httle of its work has been made public. The 
Finanee committee is divided into subcom- 
| mittees in order to facilitate the work, and 
one ot these subcommittees, consisting of 
Senators Morrill of Vermont and McPherson 
of New Jersey, held an interesting meeting 
here a few days ago. The committee was 
met by a few of the leading gentlemen 
of the city, most of whom were Republicans. 
Congressman-elect V. A. Taylor, ex-State 
Senator George H. Ely, ex-Congressman R. 
C. Parsons, Collector of Customs Gory, Col. 
James Pickands, the Hon. C. C. Burnett, and 
Mr. George: Deming were prominent and 
wealthy Republicans in attendance. Ex-Sen- 
ator H. B. Payne was the most prominent 
Democrat, while those of less political prom- 
inence were E. W. Oglesbay, James Corrigan, 
Calvary Morris, J. B. Terbe, and W. D. Reese. 
Considering the political preferences of the 
majority of the gentlemen the results of the 
inquiry were remarkable. 

testimony of ex-State Senator George 
H. Ely, one of the largest iron ore operators 
in the country and an active and very loyal 
1 in regard to the tariff on iron ore 
and Canadian competition in that article was 
noteworthy. Mr. Ely said in substance: 

The iron ore business of Cleveland is enormous, 
and it is almost exclusively with Lake Superior 

rts. Our importations are next to nothing. 

his is probably because the early shipments re- 
ceived from Canada were sulphurous. Canada 
has some good ore, but there are no railways to 
bring it to the water's edge. The cost of bringing 
it here from Lake Outario would be as great as 
from Lake Superior. Eight railways take down 
ore from the Lake Superior districts to the water, 
and this gives American ore such an advantage 
that I would not expect much iron ore to be im- 
ated from Canada even if it were on the free 
ist. 

Notwithstanding this most significant ad- 
mission Mr. Ely wanted the duty continued. 
He is interes in some Cuban iron mines, 
although much less extensively than in Lake 
Superior mines. He declared iron ore was 
not a raw material, and on the “ you-tickle- 
me, I'ILtickle- you 1 he thought the 
mine owners deserved protection as much as 
the iron manufacturers. “ Without the stim- 
ulus of the duty, he said, we would not be 
encouraged to open minesin the United States 
and develop them. In the next breath he 
tried to explain how it was that this stimulus 
flooded the docks of the lower lake ports with 
ore last year. 

Concerning the Cuban iron mines Mr. Ely 
admitted that the ore was carried from four 
to nineteen miles by rail, and that American 
ore had, therefore, some natural protection as 
well as that afforded by the tariff. Nor did he 
say directly that such natural obstacles as had 
to be overcome in Cuba were not protection 
enough, contenting himself with indirections 
regarding the uncertainty of such invest- 
ments, the manifest inference from which 
was that they wanted protection to compen- 
sate in a measure for the risks run in iron 
88 

Mr. Ely's statements regarding Canadian 
mines are of the keeuest interest. He said: 

I know of no good mines there, I have heard 
of capital being sent there to develop the mines, 
but my observation and experience is that the 
production of Canada is next to nothing. I do 
not expect to see any mer ores come out of 
Canada in this generation. My experience of 
twenty-eight years in ore min and selli 
makes me believe the iron and steel industries o 
this country cannot rely on foreign ores. 

Both Mr. James Corrigan and Col. James 
Pickauds, leading vessel and ore men, in- 
dorsed Mr. Ely's statements unreservedly. 

The testimony regarding the usefulness of 
the tariff on coal was still more conclusive 
than that upon iron ore. Mr. J. B. Terbe, 
President of one of the lar coal companies 
in Ohio, said about 3,170,000 tons of coal were 
exported to Canada last year, and no pro- 
tection was needed. 

Mr. Calvary Morris, another large coal op- 
erator, stated that the only coal sent into the 
Northwest was used by railways, There was 
no Canadian coal west of Montreal to com- 
pete with the American product, and almost 
all the coal now used was imported from this 
country. He was emphatically of the opinion 
that the abolition of the duty on coal would 
help the coal business. The inference is ir- 
resistible that the coal duty is only in the in- 
terests of the anthracite coal barons of Penn- 
sylvania, and that but for their influence in 
Congress New England might have the free 
fuel her industries so greatly need. 

e evidence regarding the lumber du 

was similar to that concerning coal. Mr. C. 
C. Burnett, who is one of the largest lumber 
operators in this, the third largest lum ber 
distributing market along the great lakes, 
and a stalwart Republican, said unhesitating- 
ly that the tariff of $1 per 1,000 feet 
on lumber was not necessary to pro- 
tect our lumber interests. The tariff on 
lumber should be removed, he deciared. He 
believed in free trade in lumber, although a 
protectionist in everything else. His ac- 
quaintances say his position is due to the fact 
that he controls large tracts of timber in Can- 
ada which he wishes to put on the American 
market, but the other reasons he gave are 
valid ones, aside from this alleged selfish ex- 
planation. 

The number of Canadian miils which sup- 
ply lumber to the Western market, said Mr. 

uruett. is ininitesimally small as compared 
with the mills on this side of the lake. Bay 
City alone ships 1, 000, 000, 000 feet of lumber a 
year, and the output of Oscoda is 400,000,000 
feet annually, while all the mills on the Cana- 
dian side of Georgian Bay do not cut over 
300,000,000 feet a year. As I have stated, the re- 
duction of the tariff has not made any per- 
ceptible change in the price.“ 

‘ollector Gary testified that the exports to 
Canada from this port were vastly larger than 
the imports, that seven horses were all the 
cattle or live stock imported ih twenty months, 
and that potatoes were oply imported at the 
time of the searcity last year, when the 25 
cents a bushel duty could be added and the po- 
tatoes still sold at our prices. The only ore 
imported was by a chemical company who 
brought in $181,000 worth in twenty months 
for its sulphurous qualities. 

Senator McPherson summed up the Col- 
lector’s testimony by saying that the com- 
mittee had everywhere found Canada to be 
one of our best customers. 

Considering the character and opinions of

is that of the leading coal, iron-ore, and lum 
ber operators of this city. With possibly one 
exception the gentlemen are all well-known 
Republicans and protectionists, yet the plain 
conclusion to be drawn from the evidence is 
that the duty on these three great raw mate- 
rials is utterly uncalled for and useless, and in 
some cases probably injurious, Such admis- 
sions from men of such position aud opportu- 
nities for knowing are most significant.

Marie Antoinette at the Tulleries, by Im 
bert de Saint-Amand. 

Books on the subject of the French Revolu- 
tion and the Empire of Napoleon continue to 
multiply, and the end is not yet. That far- 
looming and portentous epoch has by no 
means exhausted the singular fascination it 
possesses for minds of every type, and 
materials doubtless exist which have 
not seen the light, Ine volume under notice 
is the second of aseries of three of which 
Marie Antoinette is the subject, and these 
again are a portion of a series of ten by the 
same author, under the general title of 
„Famous Women of the French Court.“ 
The period covered by the present work ex- 
tends from Oct. 6, 1789, the day of the King’s 
enforced return to the Tuileries, to the close of 
November, 1791, a few months after the royal 
assemt had been given to the Constitution 
adopted in that year. M. de Saint-Amand is 
free from partisan — but he is plainly de- 
sirous of placing the unfortunate Queen in the 
best light possible. Reading between the 
lines, however, one detects the existence of 
traits on which the author has not carad to 
touch, That duplicity whichis the vice of 
Kings was practiced by her, with more assid- 
uity than success, it is true, but the iutention 
to deceive was ‘there. One would suppose 
that the history of Charles I., upon which the 
King was constantly pormg. would have 
taught this royal couple the obvious moral 
that “honesty is the best policy.“ 
With all her dissimulation, her pride 
and her waywardness, however, the many 
noble qualities of the ill-starred Queen out- 
weighed by far the alloy of baser metal. But 
in saying this we do not concur with the re- 
mark of Mirabeau that the King has only 
one man about hiun—his wife.“ On the con- 
trary, we find her essentially feminine, wheth- 
er in her strength or her weakness, Self. for- 
get fulness, patience, fortitude, fidelity—what 
are these but womanly virtues? These were 
the virtues of Marie Antoinette; and if M. de 
Saint-Amand is a little blind to her manifest 
faults it is doubtless because in his eyes her 
unmerited sufferings have condoned them. 


* 

One strong impression is created by the his- 
tory of the period—that of the utter inepti- 
tude of the men at the head of affairs. Of 
the King’s party in particular the leaders were 
lamentably incompetent. Louis himself, an 
optimist by temperament, an amiable pro- 
crastinator, “letting I dare not wait upoa I 
would,“ was the victim of a false position. 
The one idea of this royal Micawber was to 
tide things over and leave the move with time; 
his one wisdom that he made a virtue of neces- 
sity. But men cannot pariey with fire- 
breathing dragons; they must either fight or 
fly. The King’s half-hearted, vacillating con- 
duct, without clear aim or coherent policy, 
tended inevitably to disaster. He was con- 
stantly lending his sanction to measures that 
he loathed, and his life was embit- 
tered by remorse for actions com- 
mitted in despite of his conscience. 
Of this insincerity he paid the price with his 
head. Those who were in the secret of his 
views were perpetually compromising him by 
some act of imprudence. And wherever they 
meddled they were sure to bungie. The 
wretched contretemps at Varennes was directly 
owing to aristocratic mismanagement, al- 
though the Queen’s nervousness was the cause 
of the first delay. It was the courtiers, with 
their ill-timed impertinence, who precipitated 
the final rupture with Philippe Egalite, and 
pushed that ambiguous creature into the arms 
of the Jacobins. The foreign intervention 
they procured was fatal to their cause, Every- 
where it 1s the same story of inaction, irreso- 
lution, ineffictency. It should be remembered, 
however, that they were steering an unknown 
course. Emancipated from routine, the 
coolest heads are scarcely sure of them- 
selves; and, of all countries, France is 

rhaps the most conventional. But the 
— at least knew what they wanted, and 
took the shortest way to get it. It is clear, 
however, that underneath their ferocity a 
craven terror existed; witness their consterna- 
tion after the suppression by Lafayette of the 
riot in the Champ-de-Mars. The Celtic races 
require the restraint of a firm hand; modera- 
tion in their eyes 1s identical with weakness. 
Such a firm hand had Mirabeau, and he, per- 
chance, might have brought order from out 
of the chaos. One is impatient, however, of 
the adulation bestowed upon him by M. de 
Saint-Amand. Cicero and Demosthenes, to 
whom the author eompares his hero, were hon- 
orable men and honest patriots; Mirabeau was 
ready to betray the revolution for a gift of 
money. Traitor or not, with Mirabeau per- 
ished the hope of a royalist reaction. Infinit- 
esimal chances, misses by a hair’s-breadth, 
decided the King’s fate; there was no strong 
hand to turn the scales by force. The stars in 
their courses fought against Louis. 


It is not a pleasing phase of the French 
character that reveals itself in these pages. 
Such ebullitions as the panic over the depart- 
ure of the King’s aunts—a couple of harmless 
old ladies—are incomprehensible to the rest 
of mankind. There was something false and 
meretricious about their Feast of the Federa- 
tion, their Entombment of Voltaire; nor was 
it otherwise with their enlistment of a regi- 
ment of children to be commanded by the 
little Dauphin. While the royal family were 
confined in the Tuileries “‘the alarms were 
contiuual. August 25 Mme. Elizabeth wrote: 
‘Tonight a sentinel who was in a corridor up- 


stairs fell asleep, dreamed I don’t know what, 


and woke up screaming. In an instant every 


guard as far as the end of the Louvre gallery 
did the same. In the garden also there was a 
terrible panic.“ To us this trifimg incident 


is really symptomatic of the French condition 


at the time. Everybody from the King down

“Days and Dreams,“ by Madison Cawein. 


Undoubtedly Mr. Cawein is a true poet. 


We make this admission ungrudgingly, 
although at the time of his first appearance 
we were among the doubters. There were 
good reasons tor this attitude, and we are 
still unwilling to accord him high rank among 
our native singers, at least on the basis of his 
actual poetical accomplishment. He has 
great fluency, a facility in rhyming which is 
little short of marvelous, a rich vocabulary, a 
certain artistic sensibility, and, above 
all, a deaven-born gift of song. 
Yet hitherto he has produced noth- 
ing that will live, nothing that is 
perfectly satisfying as poetry. The many rea 
sons for this state of things resolve themselves 
in the last analysis to the double fact of his 
youth and inexperience. From certain quar- 
ters Mr. Cawein has received injudicious 
praises which have stimulated in him a pre- 
mature and barren efflorescence, remindimg 
one of the saying of Figaro—was it not?—to 
tho effect that Whatever is too silly to be 
spoken, people sing. There is little true 
feeling in his love-poems, for example, which 
in their fanciful, metaphysical quality are as 
unsubstantial as moonshine. The same 
crudity and want of taste which marred his 
earliest work are still to be found, although 
not in the same proportion. He is still capa-

Forceful Argument in Reply to the Attacks 
of Three Doctors in the “ North Ameri- 
can Review —Au Interview with His 

. Brother in Chattanooga on the Subject— 
Graphic Story of the Fall of a Commer- 
cial Traveler and His Subsequent Cure 


Last February Tun Tatnunm printed a re- 
markable communication from Albert E. 
Hyde of Chattanooga, Tenn., on his experi- 
ence as a dipsomaniac he was res- 
cued at Dwight. Nothing more graphic has 
ever been written on the subject than the por- 
tions describing his decline and fall—decline 
from sobriety and fall into the gutter and the 
hell he passed through for a number of years.

Les,“ answered F. 8. * in response toa 
Times reporter's query, “1 have been frequently 
called upon for information of late concerning 
the ‘Keeley cure.“ My connection with this mat- 
ter, as may not be generally known, grows out of 
investigations made by me more than a year ago, 
which resulted in my brother, Albert E. Hyde, 
oing to Dr. Keeley to be treated for the liquor 
isease, and the su nent publication in Tax 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE (and Chattanooga Times) of 
his remarkable cure.

* Let the case of Albert Hyde serve for exam- 
ple. Read the confession of his dreadful experi- 
ence through more than twelve years of as hard 
and reckless drinking as ever the constitution of 
man was called upon to endure. In later years as 
the hopelessness of his malady grew upon him he 
drank. with no purpose but death. I know he 
wanted to guit. e willingly tried every form of 
treatment of which he had knowledge. The best 
sequestered hospital treatment this country 
affords was twice tried without avail. Travel, 
change of scene and association—everything was 
tried; the strictest surveillance, the strongest 
persuasions of love, bolts, and bars, but none of 
these made headway against the awful disease 
that crushed out hope. Friends and relatives 
dispaired, as did he. There was no light. 
‘When I first heard of the Keeley treatment I 
had but little faith, but made systematic investi- 
gation of its merits.

These words were written some three or four 
weeks after he left Dwight; they were not pub- 
lished, however, for five months or more. A year 
has now elapsed and the cure stands. It has 
stood, too, in the face of the thousand tempta- 
tions to which a traveling salesman is subjected; 
for he has been constantly on the road for more 
than six months. It is urged that many men quit 
of their own accord for months and sometimes 
years and then go back to drink.

He 
now claims that all desire is gone and the old 
warfare ended. He has now been twelve months 
without whisky; all desire is gone; every trace 
of the dreadful disease is effaced: he is cured. 
Every day that takes him further from the ac- 
cursed past gives greater strength for the future. 
What mor? argument does a man want? This is 
no isolated case. There are thousands of others 
like it. I personally know a dozen men whose 
cure hat now lasted through periods ranging 
from six to eighteen months, and have communi- 
cations from many who have been sober for years 
since taking this treatment. 

What curious mental distortion is it that 
prompts men high in medical science, whose opin- 
ions carry great weight, to condemn the greatest 
boon ever offered to humanity? Suppose it is 
‘ unscientific’ and a departure from known med- 
ical principles; if it is a fact it should not be con- 
demned but encouraged. If the four great doc- 
tors who have aired their views in the North 
American Review had paid as much attention to 
advising themselves of the facts as they have in 
proving the impossibility of the principle, they 
would scarcely have written as they did, Why 
condemn Keeley? He is certainly nut doing any 
harm. The charge has never been made that his 
treatment ever injured a patient. May be his 
claim of 95 per cent of cures is too high, when five 
or six years are considered. Suppose it is not 
more than 60 per cent, and suppose further that 
the son or brother or bosom friend of one of these 
skeptical doctors should be among the fifty saved.

not the means they will supply them willingly. 

They would do anything to rescue him from the 

danger he is in, make any sacrifice. He must 

remember that his drinking does not injure him- 

self alone; if this were true he could with more 

show of reason refuse to be treated. But others 

are involved, others who are perfectly innocent 

and who have a right to demand this much of. 
him. He is not only going down himself, but he 

is dragging loved ones with him. A means of 
restoration is offered and it must be an everlast- 

ing shame for a man to negiect or refuse it 

against the importunities of those who have him 

upon their hearts.

A species of dolphin, long enough to wrap 
himself around and cur! his tail so as to fit in 
an imaginary circle, makes one of the newest 
gold brooches. The finish is rough and un- 
polished, and tiny diamonds serve as eyes. 

A diamond star recently seen has one long 
blazing ray and lesser rays of different length 
mingled with.slender beams of light indicat- 
ing fine hnes of gold. Itis an entirely new 
departure in the time-honored diamond star, 
and a step towards things as they are. 

Advantage of the layers and tints in a piece 
of opaline was taken to carve the heads of 
youth and old age, one lookmg right and 
above, the other left and beneath. On another 
piece of opaline was a butterfly, and on an- 
other a paroquet exquisitely carved.

LADY DIXIE ON DRESS REFORM. 


What She Thinks Should Be the Ideal 
Costume, 

Perhaps, just now, when so much is being 
said about dress reform it may be interesting 
to recall Lady Florence Dixie’s idea of an 
ideal walking costume for women. A few 
years ago she began a vigorous crusade 
against the long skirt. The bugbear skirt, 
sho calls it, “hampering to the limbs, the 
spouse of mud and dirt.” 

She does not want women to adopt the 
garb of men, because it is so ugly. She says: 
J unhesitatingly deciare that the day is fast 
approaching when the hideous and senseless 
long skirt will die a natural death. I am not 
an advocate of trousers for women, for I 
think trousers are hideous at any time.“ But 
what she does advocate very strongly and 
earnestly is the general adoption for street 
wear of a costume similar to that which she 
herself puts on when in Scotland. It con- 
sists of a flannel shirt, knickerbockers, a short 
kilt skirt and loose jacket, a style of dress not 
at all strange or novel except in its adapta- 
tion to general wear. And it is the lack of 
startling originality in the idea that is one of 
its chief recommendations. For it is the odd- 
ness and unusualness of most of the proposed 
reform garments that cause their condemna- 
tion without trial and almost at sight. Very 
few women, however much they may rebel in 
secret against the tyranny of their present 
style of dress, care to make guys or spec- 
tacles of themselves by donning outlandish 
costumes that have only a promised, ana 
rather dubious, possibility of superior com- 
fort to recommend them.

Looking forward to her appearance before 
American audiences Mrs. Kendal had had 
several smart new gowns made at a leading 
London tailor’s in the severe mode which 
suits her matronly English figure so well. Mrs. 


Kendalis proverbially well formed both on and 
off the stage, and itis needless to add that 
these gowns are as graceful and novel in de- 
sign as they are original and tasteful in color. 
In cut, fit, and finish they leave nothing to be 
desired. The charm of these pretty dresses is 
indicated by the cuts. 

The first is a graceful coat of black Venetian 
cloth, cut in a most becoming shape, suggest- 
ing the fashions of the time of Louis Quinze, 
but resembling them only in a general way. 
The collar is high, the cuffs flaring, and the 
front is made with two very long ends— 
„tabs or battlements,“ as we have fallen 
in the way of calling them—and the garment 
is slashed all around. The braiding is carried 
out in a mixture of black and gold most ef- 
fectively arranged. Austrian knots of braid- 
ing, with olivettes to correspond, serve to 
trim the coat in front in a jaunty fashion.

The skirt is cunningly gored to fit 
the figure like a glove,and each gracefully cut 
seam both on the bodice and the slightly 
trained skirt is piped with black astrachan, 
the long lines thus created adding perceptibly 
to the elegance of the figure. Pipings of as- 
trachan finish the sleeves and outline the 
severe little collar. The hat is a fine blue 
felt, edged with astrachan and trimmed with 
wings and crisp rosettes and saucy little bows 
which, executed in satin ribbons, are a feat- 
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ure of all the fall millinery. The gloves worn 
with this gown are, of course, heavy dogskin. 

One can imagine how, fortified by these ir- 
reproachable garments, Mrs. Kendal will 
thrill the great American public as the heroine 
of the domestic drama in which she delights 
and to which it is not averse.

Recent Demand for Accu- 

rate Designs in Interior Finishing. 

The new things which are being shown this 
fall are full of surprises, although most of 
them are reproductions of quaint old things 
that have been used for ages past. The de- 
mand for accurate styles has encouraged 
manufacturers toemploy discriminate design- 
ers, who have evolved all that is unique of 
past epochs, but while these pieces are de- 
lightfully fashioned it is pitiable to note how 
improperly and inappropriately they are uti- 
lized. Baccarat tables can be bought in com- 
monplace shops by commonplace people who 
do not understand anything more dense than 
casino. English tea-tables are poked into cor- 
ners of rooms where tea is never drank, 
jewel cases are displayed in parlors—more’s 
the pity. 

A girl with hysterical art tendencies got 
married last week, It was one of those long 
engagements that usually leave a girl withe 
and peevish and the man worse a_ bachelor 
than ever, but which fortunately in this case 
wound up in a splice. When they went to 
housekeeping the young bride had her bed- 
room papered with envelopes that Jim had ad- 
dressed to her, and there were enough of them 
to cover all the walls. For a frieze she used 
a deep blue blotting paper spattered in all 
colors of ink. Ine man doesn’t live who has 
the hardibood to upbraid a woman who keeps 
ever before him such reminders of all he ever 
said and promijed her. 

In most old-fashioned houses there are 
plenty of unsightly corners and nooks, the 
result of additions and changes, and these to 
the decorator are frequently the source of de- 
lightful whims. An alcove recently noticed 
was reduced in height by fretwork side and 
top and provided with a corner divan; the 
walls were treated with a paper, different en- 
tirely from the adjoining room, which was 
cream with touches of brown, for the alcove 
showed its walls aglow with deep pink, as 
though trom the reflection of a heavy red- 
shaded standard lamp. The effect upon en- 
tering the room and getting a glimpse of this 
aleove was very pleasing and at first sight was 
attributed to the lamp. 

Folks have become surfeited of late years 
with cornices and curtain-poles, and it is a re- 
lief to this conventional form of window 
treatment to discover anything like the 
sketches here reproduced. One very clever 
arrangement is effected by the curtain-rod be- 
tween two brackets which are utilized for dis- 
playing bric-A-brac. Another form is by sim- 
ply applymg to the abrupt corners a simple 
scroll design in brass or wood as shown. 

The old-fashioned way of hanging a picture 
is by cords or wire, but the new way of doing 
it is by introducing trailing vine effects made 


in wire and metal, much in the same realistic 


way that some years ago the women folk made 
wax ivy vines. The wire instead of being 
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harsh and metallic looking is colored the 
green of verdure, and offshooting from it are 
leaves and buds, 

Muslin curtains are now being shown with 
black lace insertiors in the open border. A 
novel thing also is an écru net embroidered 
over in silk. Chenille curtains, instead of 
being of solid fabric from top to bottom, are 
now relieved by a broken net-work pattern in 
the form of a dado or frieze. 

Some one has said that “‘nature abhors a 
straight line, except in morals,“ and things 
decorative would seem to justify that observa- 
tion, for the prim little brass or iron bedstead 
is not put now with its head to the wall and its 
feet in the center of the room, but on the con- 
trary, it is pushed into the corner and over it 
is fashioned atent like canopy of chintz, or 
muslin, or eretonne. 

It seeins a pity to paint over the hard oak 
woodwork of a room, but that this is becom- 
ing a common custom is shown by the fact 
that manufacturers of curtain poles are now 
furnishing them in tints from the palest and 
softest of the rose hues and cream to the deep 
olive greens. The time will come before long 
when architects will realize that they should 
no more finish the woodwork of a house than 
they should finish the walla, for folks are be- 
coming impressed with the propriety of hav- 
ing things harmonize, and yellow woodwork 
certainly does not combine to the best advan- 
tage with any or all colors which may be 
found in a new occupant’s furniture coverings 
or draperies. 

We noted a very pleasing wall treatment re- 
cently that was an absolute novelty. It was 
nothing more nor less than silk-cord fringe 
suspended from a molding, which ran around 
the wall ut the base of the frieze. 

A startling effect in wall treatment was 
shown recently in a room 30x30 and 14 
feet high. Where the ceiling and walls met 
they merged in a cove, unadorned—simply a 
curved meeting of walls and ceiling. The 
coloring of the entire room, sides and top, was 
in ivory, the ceiling was of a lighter shade, 
and the only decoration was the decoration of 
this cove, which had a detached design of 
scroll work running about two and a half feet 
up and two feet wide and applied at equal dis- 
tances around the room, separated by about a 
yard of space between each. 

Do you know,” said a dealer the other day, 
„that if it were not for women’s whims the 
trade at large would be at a standstill? There 
is no reason in the world why a woman should 
feel a shock at the sight of last winter’s gar- 
ments, but nine outof ten of them do, for 
they all know what’s old style, especially if 
they live in cities and mingle with the shop- 
ping throng. We sell over the counter thou- 
sands and thousands of yards of stuff every 
season, not because what we sold last year is 
worn out, but because it is ‘old style’; in 
other words, ‘the woman is tired of it.“ And 
every year, if you've noticed, you'll recollect 
they develop some new industrial whims. 
You can remember—you are not so old— 
when every woman in the United States 
was at work on wax flowers; they took a 
pride in being industrious, for what woman 
is contented with being simply supported, and 
wax-flower decorations were for the time be- 
ing their whim. You can remember, too, 
when they jumped into the God Bless Our 
Home’ sort of work on perforated cardboard. 
Then they all took aturn in gathering ferns 
and tying them with ribbons, or making card- 
cases out of lamp-lighters or 8 
Then all hands made macrame tidies. Enamel 
painting was one of the latest fads, and now 
they are all buying plain wood cabinets to, 
daub over and ‘ decorate.’ 

I got an order last month, he continued, 
“to make a frame forachair. The woman 
who wanted it had seen a picture of it some 
place or other and wanted one just like it. I 
charged her $22 for the frame and she paid it 
without a murmur. She then started in and 
covered part of it herself and got part of it 
covered by an upholsterer, and now, no doubt, 
the piece is exhibited as ‘the chair mamma 
made,’ but which cost mamma about four 
times as much as she could have bought the 
same thing for in regular stock.—Uphoisterer.

SO SAYS MRS. OLIVE THORNE MILLER 
ABOUT WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


Even the Scoffers Have Ceased to Prate 
and Organizations of Women Multiply 
Daily—Clab Life Slowly but Surely 
Polishing Off the Rough Edges—An 
Enemy of Gossip—Cultivating Love and 
Sympathy—How to Organize and Con- 
duct a Good Woman's Club. 


The Woman’s club, in spite of the blind 
opposition it has excited and bravely lived 
down, may now be regarded as a permanent 
rapidly over the length and breadth of the 
institution. The club idea which has so spread 
country since the formation of the two pio- 
neer clubs, the Sorosis in New York and the 
New England Woman's club in Boston, has 
begun to receive the approval and support of 
quondam scoffers, and there are few women 
in America who do not belong to some organ- 
zation which confessedly or unconfessedly em- 
bodies club principles. 

Fot the few who have not come under the 
spell of union and codperation, as for the 
many who have, Mrs. Olive Thorne Miller’s 
little book, The Woman's Club,” will be 
found heipful and suggestive. 

Herself a member of Sorosis, Mrs. Miller 
has made a thorough study not only of the 
causes which found their effect in the organ- 
ized association of women but of the history 
and methods of individual clubs as well. 

Pointing out how naturally and easily the 
club woman has developed from the house- 
keeper, preserving inviolate the homemaking 
instincts that are her heritage, Mrs. Miller re- 
views briefly the uses of the Woman’s club. 

She says that club life is broadening. Its 
first blow 1s at the petty prejudices which the 
old manner of living apart from her sisters 
has fostered in woman. A club takes off the 
sharp edges. Women, in their comparatively 
solitary lives—solitary as regards each other, 
I mean—where each one has been mistress of 
her own little kingdom, evolving and admin- 
tering her own laws, have naturally grown 
in individual ways, all angles and sharp cor- 
ners. The club is the power that quietly but 
surely polishes off the rough edges and tones 
down the corners. 

The club again is a cure for “brooding” 
and magnifying the annoyances that every 
child of Adam, son as well as daughter, must 
suffer, for it piaced one’s private and particu- 
lar trial in its proper relation to the woes of 
the world, and shames one into admitting its 
insignificance. f 

Nor is that its only or its most important 
cure. By giving her something better to 
think and to talk of it takes away her enjoy- 
ment of gossip, and by exposure of its cruel- 
ties and meanness it destroys her relish for 
scandal, The club is enlightening in many 
ways. It is comforting. 

There is the pleasure—how great no cue 
knows till she has tried it—of intimate as- 
sociation with other women; the happiness of 
warm friendships; the joy of — — in sor- 
row or trouble; the help of good counsel from 
those who also have suffered. It isa refresh- 
ment, a — of the mental atmosphere 
quite as beneficial as a change of air in the 
natural world. It trains a woman in self. re- 
liance and — teaches her that she is 
something more than a man’s shadow in life 


and his relict at death; makes her a true belp- 


meet and companion, not a mereecho or help- 
less burden. 

One of the best excuses for being that the 
Woman’s club has is to be found in its culti- 
vation of love and sympathy with other women 
all over the world. ra. Miller ventures to 
say that every true club-woman in America 
felt a thrill of deeper interest and an unwont- 
ed nearness to her sisters of India when she 
learned of the formation in Bombay of the 
first Woman's ciub of the East. 

From the many methods of the various 
clubs Mrs. Miller has chosen the best and 
broadest as fingerposts for the women who 
desire to keep their clubs abreast of the times 
or to form clubs that shall do effective work. 
Sorosis, the New England Woman’s club, the 
Chicaga Fortnightly, the Chicago Woman's 
club, the Saturday club of Columbus. 
O., the Indianapolis Woman's club, the 
Friends in Council” of Quincy, III., the 
Working Girl’s clubs, the Brooklyn Woman’s 
club, are only a few of the organizations she 
discusses in a bright and breezy fashion. 
Some of these are “seed-sowing” clubs, 
some culture clubs,” some ™ reforming 
clubs.“ some cluos for study pure and simple, 
but all are full of interest in that they show 
what women are accomplishing for them- 
selves and for each other under the inspiration 
of the club idea. 

Perhaps the most practically helpful char- 
acters in Mrs. Miller’s book are those that 
give directions for starting clubs and sug- 
gestions for their management. 

On the subject of formation Mrs. Miller 


says: 

Nothing is easier than to start a club 
nowadays, when wonfen are eager for intel- 
lectual stimulus and association. To found it 
wisely, however, requires thought, for it soon 
gets beyond the control of its founder, and it 
is much better to think the plan out thorough- 
ly before opening the subject to others, who 
have it not so deeply at heart. 

“The course I recommend is this: First, 
decide what is wanted; whether a broad gen- 
eral club, one for special study, to help others, 
or for intellectual culture. Then consult 
one, possibly two (but no more), thoughtful 
women ; together fix upon a plan of work and 
a constitution, even a name if possible. Study 
the subject carefully, and decide exactly how 
it shall be conducted in every particular, and 
commit the whole plan to writing. 

“Then—and not till then—invite a few 
friends, perhaps a dozen, to your parlor. 
State your plans fully, without readi the 
constitution, and ask them, ifthey approve, to 
help organize the new club. Those who agree 
to do so will then nominate a Chairman, and 
proceed to begin work. If any decline, they 
can do no less than leave, 

“Atthis meeting a constitution may be 
adopted and officers elected. Club work being 
usually unfamiliar to ladies, they will readily 
adopt the constitution prepared and naturally 
elect the founder President. Understand me: 
I do not advise what is called ‘one woman 
power,’ but it is right that the one who plans 
and starts a club, having studied and 
worked it out, should decide what 
she prefers, and begin on those 
lines. Before the members have worked long 
enough to have defiaite ideas of club manage- 
ment they will have tried her plan, and in gen- 
eral they will be satisfied. But if they are not 
they will at least know what they do want, 
and then will be time to alter or amend. 

„A club of this sort should have a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President (to take her place in ab- 
sence), a Secretary (one is enough in a small 
club), and a Treasurer. Sometimes one per- 
son can do the work of both Secretary and 
Treasurer. It 1s very desirable to begin a 
careful record of meetings and of business 
done from the very first. 

In the matter of management Mrs. Miller 
wisely insists upon conducting meetings in 
strict accordance with the formal method or 
by parliamentary rules. She advocates strict 
obedience to rules, a businesslike way of doing 
business, the middle course in the matter of 
rotation in office, the frequent presence of 
guests at club meetings, and simple refresh- 
ments served in a simple way.“ 

She thinks that reporters should not be ex- 
cluded from club meetings; that occasional 
entertainments to which the outside world 
may be invited are desirable: that clubs ex- 
ceeding fifty members should have, if possi- 
ble, club-houses of their own; that great care 
should be exercised in the admission of new 
members; that a roll-call is necessary; that it 
is a pleasant custom to print a year book con- 
taining the work of the year, a brief account 
of entertainments, anda program of each 
year. 

On the governing body of the club, the mat- 
ter of conducting elections, esprit de corps, 
individual responsibility, and sensitiveness 
Mrs. Miller writes well and wisely, with clear- 
ness and point, to which many club members 
among women may well give heed. 

Chapter XII. is dev to the formulation 
of a practical constitution, which many a des- 
perate Committee on Constitution” will 
doubtless rejoice in amd for.
